THE STORY OF A HERO. 

‘Would you like to hear the story of 
a hero? 

It was just 632 years ago that the 
bravest of brave Scottish Kings was 
born. You have all heard his. name. 
It was Robert Bruce. : 

He was descended from Robert de 
Bruis, & Norman Knight who went 
with William the Conqueror to Eng- 
land in 1066, and who founded the Il. 
lustrious family of Bruce, famous in 
Scottish history. 

They were all fighters; of course 
Robert, Bruce was trained as a soldfer 
and spent his life. battling for his 
country. None of his family and few 
heroes equated him in bravery. 

When Bruce was only 22 years old 
he was head of a large army, and 
joined the Scottish leaders in arms 
against England for the Independence 
of their country, He became one of 
the four regents of the Scottish King- 
dom and was crowned King of Scot 
land at Scone on March 37, 1306, 

Then began the fierce struggle of 

the Scotch against the English. Bruce 
was at first overcome and his es- 
tates confiscated, and he was forced 
to retire to the mountain wilderness 
for refuge. But two years later, he 
bad rescued the whole of Scotland 
from the English, and taken posses- 
sion of the Isle of Man. Though the 
Euglish tried hard ‘they could not 
oust the Bcotsmen and the independ- 
ence of Bruce and his Kingdom were 
recognized at the treaty of March 4, 
1328. . 
The greatest battle fought by Bruce 
was that of Barmockburn, near Stirl- 
ing Castle, when the English army 
of 100,000 men were totally routed by 
the Scotch numbering 30,000 and 15, 
000 camp-followers, The loss of the 
Scotch Is sald to have been only 
6,000; while the English left 30,000 
dead upon the field. 

A beautiful monument to Robert 
Broce stands today upon a high bluff 
overlooking the old battlefleld which 
is now covered by well kept villages 
and farms, with the winding Forth 
flowing between. The tourist may see 
the “Bore atone” waere Bruce plant. 
ed his standard on that eventful day, 
June 24, 1314. 

A pretty story [s told of Robert 
Bruce who in a time of distress and 
m'eakness took refuge in a cave. Worn 
with fighting and fasting, de fell 
asléep. When he awoke, alill some 
what discouraged, he noticed a spider 
that was busy at work splaning e web 
at the opening of the cave. The en 
ergy and industry of the busy little 
weaver impressed and touched him. 
He arose with fresh courage, reunited 
his brave scattered forces and went 
on to victory—Philadelphia Record.

The foreign born en

most exclusively from the leaf grown 
in that section, it is a matter of econ- 
omy to have the factories there. The 
snuff made in this country la maau- 
factured principally from Virginia, 
Tennessee or Kentucky tobacco fields, 
The quality of the tobacco used com- 
pares favorably with that put into the 
best plug tobaccos. The leaf used is 
pa-ticularly ripe, as unripe leaf will 
spoil after making. 

Aside from the actual tobacco, the 
other ingredients used in the eompest- 
tion of snuff are of a much higher 
grade than those used in help making 
plug tobacco. The prices of the two 
are nearly the same.

It war Robert ce. 
He was nded from Robert de 


Bru Norman Knight who went 
th william the Conqueror to Eng- 
land in 1066, and who founded the iI 
lustrious family of Bruce, famous in 
Scottish history. , 
They were all fighters; of course 
Robert Bruce was trained as a soldier 
and spent bis life battling for his 
country. None of hls family and few 
heroes equated him in bravery. 
When Bruce was only 22 years old 
he was head of a large army. and 
joined the Scottish leaders. in arms 
against England for the independence 
of their country. He became one of 
the four regents of the Scottish King- 
dom and was crowned King ot Boor 
land at Scone on March 27, 1808. 
Then began the flerce strügghe of 
the Scotch against the English. Bruce 
was at first overcome and his em 
tates confiscated, and he was forced 
to retire to the mountain wilderness 
for refuge, But two years later, Ho 
had rescued the whole of Scotland 
from tie English, and taken posses 
sion of the Isle of Man. Though the 
English tried nard they could. not 
oust the Scolsmen and the independ- 
ence of Brice and his Kingdom were 


! recognized at the treaty of March 4, 


1338. 

The greatest battle fought by Bruce 
was that of Barmockburn, near Stirl- 
ing Castle, when the English army 
of 100,000 men were totally routed by 
the Scotch numbering $0,000 and 15,- 
000 camp-folówers, , The loss of the 
Scotch ia sald to have been only 
5,000; while the English left 30,000 
dead upon the field. 

A. beautiful monament to Robert 
Bruce stands today upon a high bluff 
overlooking the old battlefield which 
is now covered by well kept yillages 
and farms, with the winding Forth 
flowing between.

Services were con- 
tinued here until 188% when the first 
Methodist Ohurch was built in this 
community which later became known 
as the Old Church, near town. 

The water saw milis in those days 
were centers of activity and import- 
ant places in the community and oon- 
sequently suitable plsoes for the soo- 
ial and religious meetings, These 
primitive services were held once in 
two or three weeks owing to the 
scarcity of preachers at that time, 
The services wére held during the 
week and usually.on Saturdays as the 
preachers would not leave their regu- 
jar work on Sundays. In fact there 
was no regular preaching service on 
Sundays until in 1849, . The Metho- 
diets here in those days were served 
by preachera from Salisbury, George- 
town and Laurel. * : 

The first Methodist Episcopal 
Church was ereoted near town at’ & 
cost of not more that §200 and was 
very primitive in its construction, but 
was subsequently rébuij and made 
more comfortable, For a number of 
years it was used asa school house. 
The membership of this voclety at the 
time of bailding the charch was about 
thirty, but they were strong and nnit- 
ed in thelr efforts, This church was 
the beginning of the revivals that 
worked such moral transformations 
in the community and their effect can

A GOVERNMENT PLANT. 


Poa Postage Stamps an Interest: 
mg Procese—Skiliful Hands x 
Saeed Tune  Requl 
Loop Hole Allowed for — 
a Single Stamp. 


People of the Philippine Islands 
are to have their own distinctive post- 
age stampe, the designs of which will 
typify the arts and Industries of the 
archipelago, says the Brooklyn Bagle, 
Biver mince the islands came into the 
poasession of the United States they 
have been required to make use of the 
ordinary pee stamps printed for 
the people here, save for the word 
“Philippines” stamped in ugly black 
Ink across the face of each. During 
the year 1906 6,206,200 stamps were 
printed for the use of the Philippines. 

These new Philippine stampe, as 
well as the billions that will be order- 
ed by postmasters throughout the 
United States, will be printed at the 
government's great paper money and 
stamp mill—the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, in Washington. 

The making of a postage stamp is 
interesting process. Skillful hands are 
required, as well as considerable time. 
As much care ts exercised in getting 
out a tiny two. t stamp as a $1,000 
treasury certificate, 

he printing 4s done on queer look- 

ing presses, each of which produces 
1,600 stamps a minute or about 100, 
000 an hour. Each press has an end- 
lees chain that carries four plates, 
on which .the designa*'of the stampe 
are engraved. On each plate 400 
st'.»ps are represented. The sheets 
pri:ted from these plates are intend. 
ed to be cut into quarters eventually, 
In which shape they will be sold by 
the Post Office Department. 
Bach plate is carried by the end- 
less chain first under an ink roller, 
tro n which it receives a coating of ink 
of ihe proper color. Then it passes de- 
neath a pad of canvas, which oscil. 
lates so as to rub the ink in. Next 
it pauses for a moment under the 
hards OQ a man who polishes the plate. 
Finally a sheet of white paper is laid 
upon the plate, both pass under a rol- 
ler, and the sheet comes out on the 
other side 400 printed postage stampa 
The plates revolve in a circle, as & 
were—more acc speaking they 
move around the four sides of & square 
in a horizontal plane. 

While pne is being inked another is 
being rubbed by the canvas, another 
is being polished, and the fourth is 
passing under the printing roller. The 
circuit takes about a minute, during 
which four sheets of 400 stamps each 
are printed. The most important part 
of che work, requiring the greatest 
skill, is the polishing. It is done with 
the bare bands, no other method de - 
ing equally efficient. The objegt is to 
leave exactly enough ink for a good 
impression, and no more. One giri 
lays the white paper sheets upon the 
plates, while another young woman 
removes them as fast as they are print- 
ed and Stacks them up in a pile. 

The process gives the results of hand 
prets work. Half a dozen presses 
working: er, each turning out 
100. % Scape an hour, can produce a 
good: "fnillons in a day. Three 
hands are required for. each press— 
the printer, who does the polishing, 
and two giris. 

As in the case of the men who print 
paper currency, each printer must Ac. 
count for every sheet of blank paper 
that he receives, These sheets are 
counted In the wetting division, be- 
fore they are delivered to him. After 
they are printed they are counted and 
then sont to the examining division, 
where (bey are counted again. Spoiled 
shews are counted ag carefülly as per- 
fect ones, because they représent mon- 
ey. It lost or stolen, they could pe 
used. Om each sheet appears the spe- 
cial mark of the printer who turned 
it out. An allowance of 1% per cent. 
is made to him for spoilage. If he ex- 
ceeds the allowance be must pay for 
‘he extra loss at the actual cost of 
the paper, Ink and labor represented, 

No loophole is left for the loss of a 
wingle one-cent stamp. After being 
examined, the sheets are counted 
again and put between straw boards 
under hydraulic press to make them 
lie flat. Thus they are counted moie 
easily, and can be made into small; 
bundles After undergoing this proc *« 
they are counted once more and ^m 
now ready to be gummed and perforat- 
ed, The stamps now done, on.) re 
main to be gone over, Inspected, count- 
«d and tagged in packages of 100 sheets 
before being sent out. Each package 
of 100 Se holds 10,000 atumpe. 


Furze May Yield Paper. 

The salvation of the world's papret 
supply may come from furze. It hai 
been ascertained that the furze, suits. 
bly treated, produces & white and sol. 
Id pulp. After a boiling of five or 
six hours the pulp is washed with wat- 
er, acidulated with sulphuric acid iu 
suitable quantity, bleached with chlor. 
ide of lime and thoroughly washed, 
when it is in a suitable state for uss 
in paper manufacture, If successful, 
this sort of paper-making will open 
up a large class of new paper-making 
materials and possibly prove the so. 
lution of the serious problem caused 
by the rapid exhaustion of the timber 
districts In the effort to meet the de 
mand for wood pulp, the present "ui 
versa) material.

make clear. The Massachusetts high- 
way comniissioners bavé made à very 
careful study of the wearing effect of 
ways, and have found that on the or- 
dinary road, where there was not a 
stream of vehicles running continu- 
ously in each direction, the wear of 
the surface was almost confined to a 
strip ten feet ih width in the middle 
of the road, and when they resurface 
as they do every five or six years, 
they are obliged to put very little 
material outside of this ten feet. 
The principles which underlie the 
selection and use of material for 
stone-covered roads are few and sim- 
ple. The properly constructed ma- 
cadam road should have a covering 
which won't breák down under trat- 
fle and which wil] wéar away slowly. 
In order that it may not break down 
under traffic it must be thick enough 
und the mass should be sufüciently 
coherent so that the wheels will not 
penetrate it. This coherency is best 
effected by some material which 
tends to cemént the rock together. 
The dust which results from finely 
grinding many rocks, when mixed 
with water, forms such a cement. 
Other rocks lack this quality, and it 
haa to be supplied in some other way. 
Nearly all varieties of limestone pos- 
seas this property and can bé used et- 
fectively in cementing together rocks 
— sea it.

N alone for a road sur- 
facg, will help to produce excellent 
results with other rock. It has never 
been sufficiently determined, or if it 
has it has nbver been confided to the 
public,.what the chemical properties 
are of materials which act as cement.

He orders the chancellors of Great 
Britain and Ireland to issue writs for 
nominations and pollings in town and 
country, In the first instance these 
writs go to the sheriffs and in the 
second to the mayors. They require 
that the elections shall be held in a 
apecified period and leave to each 
responsible official the duty of fixing 
the most convenient day. The result 
as that the polling is spread out 
over a fortnight or more, Orkney and 
Shetland coming in at the tall of 


/ the returns long after the general re- 


sult is known, 

Formerly writs were returnable 
within fifty days of issue, but quick- 
er facilities of communication have 
reduced the time to thirty-five days. 
Writs used to be carried by dignified 
Messengers of the crown; at presen: 
they taxe thelr chances with picture 
postcards and ordinary letters, Per- 
sonal service of writs, with the cere- 
mony of affixing the great seal, sur- 
vives only in the case of the sheriffs 
of the counties of London and Mid- 
dlesex. However, the precaution is 
nen of requiring a memorandum 
from every recipient setting forth 
tie day and the hour the writ was de- 
livered.

Detective Peter B. Bradley. of the 
Baltimore headquarters force, returned 
Thur:day morning from Salisbury, 
Md, where he has been investigating 
the attempted robbery of the safe in 
the Baltimore, Chesapeake & Atiantic 
Railway's office, at that station.

Smith, and Pennell were never look- 
ed upon as yeggmen, and Detective 
Bradley said he looked upon the two 
men as novices, but he was deeply im- 
pressed with the other three men who 
are in the toll They give their 
names as Charles Avery, Frank Mat- 
thews and James Hawkins, but no im- 
portance is attached to the names. 
In order that something definite may 
be learned about the men, their pho- 
tographs have been taken and these 
will be sent to all of the large cities 
throughout the country for identifica- 

tion. However Detective Bradley says 
there is no doubt about it being ^ 
plain case.

Double-Pointed ' Hatpin. 

This hatpin is used. in conjunction 
Win a holder, the latter being sewed 
#o the sweatband or the inner edge 
of the hat. This holder ia in the form 
of a small metal clip, having two ob- 
long openings, through which pass 
the two points of a double-pointed 
hatpin. The holders are fatsened to 
the sweatband at each side of the 
head, and the pins push in through 
the hair to hold the hat in place, the 
enlarged points of the hatpin pre- 
venting it from falling out. The hat- 
pin is shaped similar to an ordinary 
hairpin, with the exception of the en- 
larged points, which are flattened 
and broadened. In connection with 
the holder is a socket projecting out- 
ward from the edge of the hat. This 
socket serves a unique purpose. In 
removing the hat from the head the 
pins are pulled as far out as posalble, 


which brings the heads of the pins 
into this socket, and as the hat is re- 
moved the points of the pins will not 
project and catch in the hair. In 
using the device the holder is first 
sewed onto the sweatband. The pin 
1s then twisted so that tthe flat points 
can be inserted into the oblong open- 
ings. This is easily done by fasert- 
ing one flat point in one opening and 
apringing the other point over to 
enter the other opening. After the 
points pass through the pin will as- 
sume its normal position, and it can 
then be pushed In and out without 
dropping out. This may be worn on 
any kind of a hat and changed from 
one hat to another

Corea may still have aclalm on life;

{ts entreaties is a scornful admoni- 
tion to “go and get a reputation“ 
and an army and navy. As Japan 
will see that it does not get either its 
fate is sealed. "

A na- 
licylic acid in water (one ounce to a 
gallon) gave good results, one of the 
eggs being spoiled, but it did, not 
leave the eggs In as good condition as 
the water glass or the lime and salt 
solutions, since the acid weakened 
the shells. i 
.Eggs were also coated with salicy- 
Mc acid and cotton-seed of] with and 
without alcohol with paraffin, col- 
lodium and gum arabic, and then 
packed in cotton-seed hulls. Con- 
clusions could not be drawn as to the 
value of these preservatives since the 
eggs were accidentally destroyed. 
However, it is believed that these 
p rvatives and others of. a similar 
character are not as satisfactory as 
the liquid preparations, because of 
the extra labor in putting up and the 
evaporation that takes place, leaving 
the eggs shrunken in appearance 
when broken.” 


Poultry Notes. * 


Remember that a warm poultry- 
house will lessen the feed bill, 

Over-crowding the poultry-house 
is dangerous business and should 
never be practiced. By crowding too 
many living bodies In a limited space 
it will surely bring disease and dis- 
aster. We know it is a great tempta- 
tion to keep all the nice pullets over 
but we should not unless we can 
properly accommodate them. 

Excessive cold and heat are two 
very important factors for us to 
study, for they are both very pro- 
ductive of disease. We should strive 
to make the house as warm as possi- 
bie without the use of artificial heat, 
allowing them enough ventilation to 
keep the air pure. Over-heating is 
usually caused by over-crowding. 

Fowis must have grit to digest the 
food. When taken into the gizzard, 
it grinds up the food In a rotary mo- 
tion which is a part of the process of 
@igestion. Keep gravel on hand, burn 
elam shells and bones, pound up all 
the broken dishes and give the coal 
ashes for a dust bath occasionally. 

By having the furnishings» of the 
poultry-house such as nests, roosts, 
and troughs so arranged as to per- 
mit of their being taken outside 
when it is desirable to clean up the 
premises, as the floor and house can 
then be more conveniently renovated 
and the appliances can be better 
cleaned outside. When building 
make everything about the house as 
simple as possible, 80 it may be eas- 
fly and thoroughly cleaned. 


For Laying Hens. 

A writer in Indiana Farmer who 
bas splendid egg layers says: I be- 
Hevo it is very essential to make the 
biddies work for the grain they eat. 
I have straw and litter in their pen, 
four or five inches deep, and after 
giving them a small mash in the 
morning, consisting of middlings, 
meal, and a small! part of beef sbraps. 
I eeatter cracked corn and some oats 
and wheat in their litter and they 
have to work quite actively to find it. 

When cold, I always give "warm 
water, and heat the grain hot, for 
night feed, and give a liberal supply 
of oyster shells and cracked bones." 


Transplanting Egg Plant. 

Egg plants should be grown in the 
hot bed or greenhouse and trans- 
planted to the open fleld along with 
tomatoes and sweet potatoes. How- 
ever the plants will mature a fair 
crop when grown from seeds plant« 
ed in the open at the same time of 
planting corn and melons. For gar- 
den culture egg plants may be sown 
tm drills and thinned to one foot 
apart or they may be sown in hills 
from two to three feet apart and 
rows four feet, thinning the plants te 
two or three of the strongest in each 
hill. Tue plant is à sturdy grower 
and the most easy of cultivation, re- 
quiring considerable molsture for 
best results but withstanding drouth 
and wind about as well as the 
equasb. 


Grafting Wax. 

Tallow, resin and beeswax equal 
parts, melted together. Apply direct- 
ly around the graft, or spread it upon 
eloth cut in strips, and wrap the 
graft and tie. 


Hours of Feeding. 

Feeding intervals should be so di- 
vided as to secure the full digestion 
of the food. At each time feed no 
more than the stock can conanm^
